TRUMPET  BAFFODILS.

APOTHEOSE,  An  enormous,  most  striking  and  imposing  flower  of  immense 
substance.  The  broad  well  closed  perianth  is  pure  canary-yellow, 
while  the  large  broad  ending  elegantly  recurved  trumpet  is  of  a 
deep  canary  yellow.

BICOLOR  CROMWELL,  white  perianth;  large  broad  ending  yellow 

trumpet.  Very  free  flowering.  Good  forcer.  Double-nosed  bulbs...  250. — 

BICOLOR  GLORY  OF  SASSENHEIM,  white  perianth;  large  deep 

yellow  trumpet.  Very  good  forcer.  Double-nosed  bulbs  .  100. — 

BICOLOR  SPRING  GLORY,  clear  white  perianth;  long  chrome-yellow 

trumpet  with  reflexed  brim.  Very  good  forcer.  Double-nosed  bulbs  100. — 

BICOLOR  VICTORIA,  creamy  white  perianth,  bold  rich  yellow  trumpet. 

A  flower  of  great  substance  which  keeps  well.  Good  forcer  and 
excellent  for  pans.  Due  to  climatical  conditions  in  the  North  West 
this  variety  has  proven  to  give  just  as  satisfactory  results  as 


Holland  grown  Victoria’s.  Double-nosed  bulbs .  75.— 

CLEOPATRA,  very  broad  yellow  imbricated  perianth  and  long  bold 
deep  yellow  trumpet.  A  splendid  large  flower  which  will  take  the 
place  of  Emperor  in  the  future.  Double-nosed  bulbs .  200. — 

EMPEROR,  perianth  dark  primrose ;  trumpet  deep  yellow.  Large  flower 
on  strong  stem.  Splendid  for  medium  and  late  forcing,  as  well  as 
for  outdoor  planting  .  Double-nosed  bulbs...,. .  75. — 


GOLDEN  SPUR,  perianth  and  trumpet  rich  golden  yellow.  Free  flowering. 

In  forcing  only  second  to  "THE  FIRST”..  Double-nosed  bulbs.  75. — 

KING  ALFRED,  Large  bold  golden  yellow  flower  with  deeply  frilled 
mouth ;  elegantly  recurved ;  broad  well  formed  perianth.  One  of  the 
best  daffodils  and  of  lasting  quality.  Good  forcer.  Double-nosed  bulbs  120.^ — 

MADAME  DE  GRAAFF,  perianth  white;  trumpet  pale  primrose  passing 


to  white .  90.— 

MINISTER  TALMA,  yellow  perianth,  golden  yellow  trumpet.  A  good 
grower  and  free  flowering  variety,  producing  large  erect  flowers  of 
great  substance.  Forces  very  early.  Double-nosed  bulbs .  90. — 

MRS.  ERNST  H.  KRELAGE,  broad,  well  closed  perianth ;  long  creamy 
white  trumpet  with  elegant  recurved  mouth.  A  beautiful  white 
Daffodil .  500.. — 

PRINCEPS,  pale  sulphur  yellow  perianth,  yellow  trumpet.  Double-nosed 

bulbs .  65  .  ^ — 


THACKERAY,  golden  yellow  perianth  and  trumpet.  Large  flower. 
Improved  King  Alfred . S  1-50  each 

THE  FIRST,  A  very  bold  flower  with  yellow  perianth  and  golden  yellow 
trumpet  on  very  tall  stem.  Earliest  of  all  narcissi.  Excellent 
forcer .  $2.^ —  each 

TRESSERVE,  sulphur  yellow  perianth,  large  yellow  trumpet.  An  enorm¬ 
ous  flower  which,  being  a  cross  of  Emperor  Golden  Spur,  has 
extra  good  qualities  for  the  florists  and  the  growers  as  a  good 
forcer  and  excellent  grower.  Double-nosed  bulbs . 

VAN  WAVEREN’s  GIANT,  sulphur  yellow  perianth;  trumpet  bright 
yellow.  Very  large  flower.  Double-nosed  bulbs .

scarlet.  Double-nosed  bulbs .  60. — 

MASTERPIECE,  perfectly  shaped  white  perianth;  flat  spreading  brilliant 

orange  scarlet  crown.  Very  attractive .  90.^ — 

RED  CHIEF,  pure  white  broad  and  well  imbricated  perianth ;  big  flat 
deep  red  crown  with  broad  margin  of  fiery  orange  red ;  prettily 
fimbriated  at  edge .  200. — 

SEAGULL,  Large  spreading  snow  white  perianth ;  canary  yellow  crown 

with  orange  edge .  90.^ — 

IIVCOMPARABILIS. 

BERNARDINO,  A  very  elegant  flower  with  large  well  closed  crearawhite 
perianth  and  large  richly  frilled  cup  of  soft  yellow  with  deep 
orange-apricot  colored  rim.  Very  vigorous .  100. — 

CROESUS,  A  very  large  flat  orange  cup  against  a  slightly  reflexed 
perianth  of  creamy  white  with  a  .tinge  of  lemon  yellow  makes  this 
variety  one  of  the  most  attractive  and  striking  of  the  daffodils. 

Extra  show  variety .  $  1. —  each. 

GREAT  WARLEY,  pure  white  perianth,  5  inches  in  diameter;  bold 
large  lemon  yellow  cup  measuring  2  inches  across.  Remarkably 
striking  flower.  The  largest  of  this  class.  Very  beautiful .  500.— 

HOMESPUN,  Perianth  and  cup  of  a  soft  primrose  yellow.  Perfectly 
shaped  flower  of  good  substance.

LEEDSII. 

MOUNT  EREBUS,  broad  well  closed  pure  white  perianth;  ivory  white 
cup.  One  of  the  biggest  of  the  Giant  Leedsi  type  and  of  enormous 
substance.  Double-nosed  bulbs .  HO.— 

QUEEN  OF  THE  NORTH,  broad  white  perianth ;  light  primrose  cup 
which  changes  into  ivory  tihitc  as  the  flower  ages.  An  exquisite 
flower.  Double-nosed  bulbs .  80. — 

WHITE  LADY,  white  fine  shaped  perianth  ;  light  sulphur  yellow  cup. 

Beautiful  flower  on  very  tall  stem.  Double-nosed  bulbs .  65. — 

POETAZ. 

ASPACIA,  perianths  pure  white,  yellow  eyes.  Good  forcing  variety.  Double¬ 
nosed  bulbs .  70.  — 

ELVIRA,  pure  white  perianths,  golden  yellow  eyes.  Several  good  sized 

flowers  of  great  substance  on  long  stem.  Double-nosed  bulbs.  ...  70.— 

IRENE,  sulphur  yellow  perianths;  orange  eyes;  beautiful  in  every  way. 

Double-nosed  bulbs .  85.— 

LAWRENCE  ROSTER,  pure  white  perianths;  yellow  eyes.  Good  forcing 

variety.  Double-nosed  bulbs .  70.— 

ORANGE  CUP,  deep  yellow  perianths,  nicely  curved  and  well  imbricated 
orange  cups.  Six  to  eight  flowers  per  stem.  An  exceptionally  beau¬ 
tiful  color  combination.  A  remarkable  and  very  beautiful  variety. 

Good  for  forcing.  Double-nosed  bulbs .  85. — 

POLYANTHUS  GRAND  SOLEIL  D’OR,  yellow  perianths,  orange 
eyes.  The  well  known  yellow  polyanthus  which  used  to  be  imported 
from  France.  Free  flowering.  Forces  early .  85. —

CASSANDRA,  broad  snowwhite  well  formed  perianth ;  small  flat  scarlet 
cup.  Very  beau'iful  flower  on  strong  stem.  Excellent  for  forcing. 
Double-nosed  bulbs .  100. — 

GLORY  OF  LISSE,  fine  round  snowwhite  perianth;  cup  yellow  with 

scarlet  rim.  Very  good  for  forcing.  Double-nosed  bulbs .  50.^ — 

LAUREATE,  large  pure  white  well  closed  perianth  ;  large  flat  yellow 

cup  with  scarlet  rim.  Improved  Ornatus .  Double-nosed  bulbS.  .  .  .  100.— 

ORNATUS,  perianth  pure  white  and  fine  round  shaped;  cup  yellow, 

margined  scarlet.  Good  for  forcing.  Double-nosed  bulbs .  40. — 

RECURVIS  (PHEASANT’S  EYE),  white  pointy  petals;  cup  orange- 
red  with  yellow  and  green.  The  best  for  cutting  and  naturalizing. 

Later  than  Ornatus.  Not  good  for  forcing.  Double-nosed  bulbs..  35. — 


ORCHID  NARCISSI. 

THALIA,  An  exquisite  flower  of  unusually  pleasant  appearance,  with 
three  or  four  pure  white  flowers  on  one  stem.  This  variety  forms 
a  class  by  its  own.  Because  of  the  great  resemblance  with  an 
orchid  it  is  known  as  the  Orchid  Narcis.  Very  good  forcer  $  1  .  —  each. 


DOUBLE  NARCISSI. 

ALBO  PLENO  ODORATO,  double,  snowy-white,  sweet-scented.  Gardenia 
shaped  flower,  A  very  good  variety  for  cutting.  Not  good  for 
forcing .  75. — 

ARGENT,  semi-double,  a  star  shaped  flower  with  white  petals  and  yellow 

and  white  center.  Beautiful  flower,  splendid ;  free  flowering  and  hardy  80. — 

DOUBLE  INCOMPARABLE,  golden  yellow  and  orange.  Double-nosed 


bulbs .  15 . — 

ORANGE  PHOENIX,  creamy  white  and  bright  orange.  Beautiful .  100. — 

SULPHUR  PHOENIX,  creamy-white . .  80.- 

THE  PEARL,  creamy  white;  very  elegant  flower .  90. — 


VAN  SION,  golden  yellow,  large  flower  on  strong  erect  stem.  One  of  the 

best  for  early  forcing.  Also  good  for  naturalizing.  Double-nosed  bulbs  80. —

early  forcing .  120.— 

WEDGWOOD,  light  blue;  large  flower  on  tall  strong  stem.  The 

earliest  forcing  variety .  120.^ — 

WHITE  EXCELSIOR,  pure  white ;  very  large  flower  on  strong  stem ; 

excellent  forcer .  60.—

7.  If  at  the  time  of  shipment  the  purchaser  has  not  yet  settled  all  his  overdue 
accounts,  or  if  the  references  are  not  satisfactory,  the  exporter  or  the  seller 
shall  cancel  all  arrangements  for  transactions  not  executed. 

8.  Orders  are  subject  to  crop  conditions,  loss  by  fire  and/or  force  majeure.  We 
reserve  the  right,  also  on  accepted  orders,  to  reduce  the  quantities  of  such 
varieties  which  produce  a  smaller  quantity  of  saleable  bulbs  than  estimated.
